Returning to Dane county, Wis., 
alter the war, Nelson studied law 
and was admitted to the bar in 
1867. In 1868, Mr. Nelson married 
Miss Nicholina Jacobson, at Chris- 
tana, Wis., and they

to 
Alexandria, Wis., which was to be 
Nelscn’s home thereafter. Five chil­ 
dren were born, but four have died 
leaving Miss Ida Nelson the only 
surviving child. 
Mr. Nelson was elected to the 
House of Representatives in 1883, 
after he had served terms in the 
legislature of both Minnesota and 
Wisconsin as state senator. After 
six years in the lower house of 
Congress he retired and resumed 
his 
law practice. He was elected 
Governor of Minnesota in 1892 and 
was re-elected two, years later but 
resigned in 1895 to become Unit­ 
ed States Senator to which office 
he was re-elected in 
1901-07-13, 
the last term extending to March

ANOTHER BRIDGE ON THE SOUTH CANADIAN 


(From the Sulphur Democrat) 
“The bridge across the Canadian river connecting Ponto­ 
toc and Seminole counties will be completed within a few days 
and open for traffic.” Wouldn’t you like to see that state­ 
ment in the newspaper? We would. When can we put it there. 
The above clipping is from the Ada News. Twenty years 
ago, had such an article appeared, and had reference to a 
new trunk line railroad, running in possibly two counties, 
people would have gone wild to get the bridge for the road. 
Yet, a railroad of a small type while drawing money from the 
misers’ pockets, donations from the moss-backs, and further 
donations by towns and cities, all for a corporation ownership, 
would not mean as much as a hard-surfaced highway, does 
this day and time. But its hard to make the average taxpayer 
realize that there is more travel, that the highway not only 
affords transients to go and come and drop a few dollars in 
the towns which eventually gets to the farmer and stockman, 
but makes the marketing of all products more convenient and 
the man for a long distance is put within the market reach. 
But back to the bridge. A bridge on the South Canadian 
connecting Pontotoc and Seminole county, will be a great 
thing for Sulphur, the greatest health resort in the Southwest. 
Not only will this prove a benefit to the town, but will afford 
an accommodation to thousands wrho now must make a large 
detour to reach this place. 
Over in Seminole county, going east, is the Postal highway. 
This road is now’ open on to Arkansas. The bridge on the South 
Canadian at Calvin, has made this highway one of the best in 
the state. Then there is a good highway leading from the 
north to McAlester, also one from the north leading to Holden­ 
ville. Both tap the Postal highway, and practically within a 
stone’s throw* of Ada, and on to Sulphur, yet they must go on 
west to Shawnee, Ashery Stratford and then back east twenty 
miles, to reach Ada. And another feature. Seminole county is 
developing into one of the newest and best oil fields of the 
state. Few* people, who would like to go to this oil field, care 
to make a two-day trip, when if the bridge was built could go 
there and back ilia half-day. 
Hundreds would visit the We­ 
woka field every week, were there an opening, but possibly 
there is not a person from these parts who has been there. 
A bridge, a good state, well maintained highway, would 
be worth the money to both counties, and the state at large 
is entitled to this highway opening. Then it would be worth 
the money to the farmers and various towns along the line, 
as thousands would travel the road, spend their money, and 
almost be equal to a new railroad. 
And again, Ada is and alw ays will be a great state school 
town. Those attending the state school there, who reside 
north, cannot visit Ada only by rail or a long tiresome de­ 
touring trip. The result is that many pupils from Seminole, 
Hughes, Okfuskee, and other north and northeast counties 
never have their folks at home to visit them and see what 
real, clean and ideal surroundings they have at Ada.

extra study periods, but incorpor­ 
ates various phases of safety ef­ 
forts R3 applied to

home, 
school, play aud the streets in oth­ 
er parts of the curriculum . A ques­ 
tionnaire sent to school superintend­ 
ents by the council brought 276 re­ 
plies, 142 stating that some form 
of safety teaching had been intro­

KEW STATE LOAN IS 
: 
FLOATED BT SWEDEN 


(By th# Associated Press) 
STOCKHOLM., April 30.—Swed­ 
en s national debt per capita is on­ 
ly $67.60, while that of the United 
States per capita is 226.90. This la 
one ofthe interesting bits of sta­ 
tistical information reported by the 
Swedish 
General 
Export 
Associa­ 
tion in connection with the new 
Swedish state loan which has just 
been matte, a still more significant 
statement sheds light on Sweden’s 
credit position, which has been es­ 
tablished during the last few years. 
At the end of 1921 the assets 
of the national account, including 
cash on hand, treasury funds, post 
and telegraphs, state railways, wa­ 
ter power works, domains, shares 
and loan funds exceeded the nat­ 
ional debt by 1,546,400,000 kron­ 
or, about $412,000,000, as against 
a corresponding excess In 1913 of 
about $241,000,000. 
The new Swedish 
state 
loan, 
has just been absorbed by invest­ 
ors, bears interest at 4 1-2 percent 
and was sold at 97. An innovation 
iii placing this loan was that it 
was offered to the public directly 
by the treasury department instead 
of being handled by the banks. 
Considerable sums which would 
otherwise have been expended for 
comissions were thus saved,
